Carter: North Korea reverses 
plan to expel nuclear inspectors 


SEOUL (AP)—Former US Pres¬ 
ident Jimmy Carter said yesterday 
that North Korea has agreed not 
to expel international inspectors 
as long as “good-faith efforts” 
were made by the US and North 
Korea to resolve their dispute 
ovcF-tbe North's nuclear facilities. 

“President Kim II Sung has 
comnutted hhnself to maintain the 
inspectors on site and the (fisputed 
nuclear reactor position and also 
to guarantee that the surveillance 
equipment would stay in good op¬ 
erating order,” Carter said in an 


interview with Cable News 
Network. 

“When I arrived h?re, the 
North Koreans told me that they 
were going to expel the inspectors 
within two days, but they have 
reversed that point so long as 
good-failh efforts are being made 
jointly between the US and North 
Korea to resolve the entire nucle¬ 
ar problem,” he said. 

Carter said he believed the com¬ 
mitments from Kim were “a very 
important and positive step to¬ 
ward the resolution of this crisis,”

Rabin meets 
Ramon in bid 
to reach 
Histadrut pact 

PM pushes Haberfeld aside

PRIME Minister Yitzhak Ra¬ 
bin is to meet MK Haim Ra¬ 
mon this afternoon in an at¬ 
tempt to break the stalemate 
in the Histadrut coalition ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Rabin approached Ramon 
late last night and asked him 
for the meeting, after the pre¬ 
mier assumed the leadership 
of the party's negotiation 
team at Labor's political bu¬ 
reau meeting yesterday. 

Rabin's decision to lead the 
negotiations effectively neutral¬ 
izes outgoing Secretary-General 
Haim Haberfeld. who has been 
leading the talks until now. Ha¬ 
berfeld is still on the negotiating 
team, however, which now also 
consists of Tourism Minister Uzi 
Baram. Labor Secretary-General 
Nissim Zvilli, and Na’amat Sec¬ 
retary-General Ofra Friedman. 

Rabin's move is intended to 
prevent Ramon's list. Ram, from 
forming a coalition with the Li¬ 
kud. Ram's leadership is meeting 
today to decide whether to pur¬ 
sue such a coalition. 

Hie Citizens Rights Move¬ 
ment’s executive yesterday re¬ 
solved to do everything possible 
to assure the success of the talks 
with Labor, now that Rabin is 
heading the negotiations. 

At the Rabin-Ram meeting, 
MK Ran Cohen intends to pro¬ 
pose establishing a “wall-to- 
wall” coalition in the Histadrut, 
with the Likud. Labor and the 
Joint List, should the talks with 
Labor fail. 

Rabin also initiated proce¬ 
dures to expel two labor council 
secretaries - Gershon Gel man of 
Tel Aviv and Ya'acov Dab an of 
Afuia - who signed local coali¬ 
tion agreements with the Likud. 

Rabin said the two had violat¬ 
ed the party's decisions “and as 
far as I am concerned they have 
placed themselves outside party 
ranks.” 

Rabin noted the move by the 
two “might lead to Labor’s loss 
of these councils, due to Ra¬ 
mon's threat to oust all Labor's 
people from councils in which 
Ram has the majority. Whoever 
defies the party and has any self- 
respect should resign from the 
party of his own accord." 

Rabin’s attempt to have the 
political bureau vote on Gelman 


and Dahan’s expulsion, howev¬ 
er. was foiled by Justice Minister- 
David Liba'i, who said that the 
expulsion must be carried out ac¬ 
cording to proper procedures, 
beginning with a complaint with 
the constitution committee. 

The bureau resolved to speed 
up rhe negotiations with Ram. to 
do all it could to cancel the local 
agreements with the Likud, and 
to complete the coalition talks as 
soon as possible, so that the His¬ 
tadrut convention could be held 
on June 2S. 

The convention, however, may 
be postponed, due to the Likud's 
petition to the Histadrut's judi¬ 
cial authority, in.which it claims 
the date for the convention was 
set in violation of the Histadrut's 
constitution. 

Despite intensive efforts by 
Labor leaders. Tel Aviv's labor 
council plenum yesterday elected 
Gelman as council secretary and 
approved the agreement with the 
Likud. In a last-ditch effort to 
persuade him to cancel the agree¬ 
ment with the Likud. Zvilli met 
Gelman yesterday and tried to 
explain the dire implications his 
move might have for Labor. 

Gelman did not comment yes¬ 
terday on the possibility of being 
expelled from the party. He 
stressed he had “no intention of 
quitting Labor. I’m third genera¬ 
tion in this party and they won't 
manage to get me out of it.” 

Haberfeld yesterday reiterated 
his call to enter into marathon 
negotiations with Ram, but 
warned that until now the reason 
the talks have reached a dead 
end was “because Ramon is play¬ 
ing the fool with us and with Ra¬ 
bin. He has no intention of 
reaching a coalition agreement. 
His plan is to be elected secre¬ 
tary-general by the convention 
and form a partnership with the 
Likud.” 

Ramon refused to comment on 
Rabin's moves yesterday and 
said he was not advised of a 
planned meeting. ”1 don't know 
whether it is still possible to 
mend the terrible damages which 
the outgoing secretary-genera! 
has caused since the beginning of 
the negotiations. From the mo¬ 
ment he entered the talks. Ha¬ 
berfeld has done nothing but try 
to sabotage them."

Court: Israeli law doesn’t apply to Jews living in the territories 




ISRAELI law docs not apply to 
Jewish residents of the territories, 
except in exceptional cases where 
the Knesset has specified other¬ 
wise, the High Court of Justice 
said yesterday. 

The High Court was ruling on a 
petition by administrative detain¬ 
ee Avraham Sha’ar. It also heard 
another petition yesterday against 
the administrative detentions of 
Noam Federman and Benzion 
Gopstein, but Justices Aharon Ba¬ 
rak. Eliahu Ma 2 za and Dalia 
Domer will rule on this petition at 
a later date. 

In Sba'ar’s case, Mazza, Ya'a- 
cov Kedmi and Yitzhak Zamir said 
that with a few exceptions - sol¬ 
diers, for instance, are subject to 


army rules no matter where they 
are - Israeli law is territorial. 

There are, however, two ways 
to extend Israeli law to another 
piece of territory: by government 
order, or by a proclamation of the 
defense minister. Neither has ever 
been done regarding the territo¬ 
ries. 

“Thus Israel, deliberately and 
with full awareness, refrained 
from applying Israeli law to the 
territories.” the justices wrote. 

This was further proven, they 
said, by the fact that the Knesset 
found it necessary to explicitly 
state that certain laws, such as the 
obligation to pay taxes or serve in 
the army, do apply to Israeli citi¬ 
zens in the territories.

Werzberger charged that ex¬ 
tending the detentions at this point 
creates the suspicion that Feder¬ 
man and Gopstein will be held in¬ 
definitely unless they change their 
ideology.

US Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher is likely to postpone a 
visit to the region planned for next 
week, which was aimed at break¬ 
ing the impasse on the Israeli-Syri- 
an track, Israeli officials said. 

The postponement seems due to 
several reasons, ranging from the 
brewing crisis in North Korea to 
the fact that the US does not see 
that Jerusalem and Damascus 
have any new ideas to bridge their 
differences. 

According to reports in the US. 
Christopher’s own future may be 
in serious doubt. Amid growing 
complaints about the foreign poli¬ 
cy failures of the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration, American newspapers 
-have reported that Christopher 
may be forced to step down from 
his post by the end of the year. If 
true, this could undermine his role 
as intermediary between Israel 
and Syria. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin replied yesterday 
to three letters sent by PLO Chair¬ 
man Yasser Arafat. Concerning 
Arafat's economic complaints, 
sources say Rabin noted that Israel 
has increased the number of Pales¬ 
tinian laborers allowed to work in¬ 
side Israel to 40,000, thereby im¬ 
proving the situation in the 
territories- 

In one of his letters, Arafat 
asked Rabin to transfer some of; 
’the taxes collected by Israel from 
rite-territories before- last month’s 
handover, but irremains^nnclear if 
the premier complied with the 
request. 

Meanwhile, there was an uncon¬ 
firmed report last night that Arafat 
would arrive in Jericho by the end 
of next week for a short visit. 

However, the PLO, in a state¬ 
ment issued in Tunis, denied the 
reports.

IAF jets strike 
at Hizbullah base

IAF warplanes blasted a Hizbullah 
target in the Jab'l Safi region north 
of the security zone yesterday 
evening.

IN the latest of several blows to 
the party. Labor comptroller 
Haim Kimche resigned yesterday. 
Kimche, an attorney, said yester¬ 
day that “the processes now un¬ 
derway in Labor and the changes 
which have been so numerous in 
recent months may bring to a total 
breakdown of the’intemai judicia¬ 
ry system in the party- We are 
nearing loss of control and 
anarchy.” 

. Kimche complained that his 
“derisions were of late ignored 
and not accepted or implemented. 
I could not impose the rule of law 
in the party and the necessary dis¬ 
cipline in its operations. I could no 
longer accept responsibility for the 
ensuing irregularities and the 
breakdown of order and legal 
operations.” 

Labor sources noted that 
Kimche had been protesting the 
situation inside the party for sever¬ 
al months, to no avail. 

During Labor's unsuccessful 
Histadrut elections campaign, he 
had pointed repeatedly to the vast 
sums squandered on the campaign 
and warned this could lead to fi¬ 
nancial disaster. Kimche. howev¬ 
er. was all but ignored by Labor 
leaders and campaign strategists. 

He was also ignored when he 
drew attention to irregularities in 
the party's membership poll and 
resulting irregularities in the party 
primaries. Among the more recent 
cases he dealt with was the de¬ 
mand by the party's dovish wing 
for the return to Labor of MKs 
Haim Ramon, Amir Peretz and 
Shmuel AvitaJ, who challenged 
Labor in the Histadrut. 

He had also been looking into 
the demand by the director-gener¬ 
al of the Prime Minister's Office. 


Shimon Sheves. for an investiga¬ 
tion of all those with access to the 
party's computer system, to dis¬ 
cover who had been using it to 
send letters critical of Sheves. 

Kimche's move follows the 
most stringent austerity measures 
ever in Labor, which is facing a 
deficit caused by the loss of its 
control of Histadrut funds, as well 
as the inability of Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin to exercise disci¬ 
pline over rebellious workers 
council heads. The situation 
brought predictions of total disar¬ 
ray in the party yesterday from 
Housing Minister Binyamin Ben- 
Eliezer and MK Haggai Merom. 

Ben-Eliezer yesterday warned 
that “‘Labor is now teetering on 
the brink of an abyss. Something 
very drastic and very unusual must 
be done to save it from the shatter¬ 
ing fall." 

He suggested an emergency ses¬ 
sion of the Labor central commit¬ 
tee or even the party convention 
“to take up the sorry state of La¬ 
bor before it's too late. The party 
forums must come up with urgent 
operative recommendations and 
not just toss more empty words 
around. Our condition is' critical 
and it will soon affect our ability to 
effectively govern this country,” 
he asserted. 

Merom. a close associate of Ra¬ 
mon’s, issued a similarly pessimis¬ 
tic diagnosis of the party's condi¬ 
tion.

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Agreement violations ignored 


T HAT the government insisted yester¬ 
day on keeping 650 convicted Palestin¬ 
ian terrorists in prison because they re¬ 
fused to renounce violence is a welcome signal 
of firmness. Unfortunately it is a lonely signal 
indeed, and if evidence of recent weeks is any 
indication, the chances of the government 
standing firm are slim. 

True, the Israeli demand that these prison¬ 
ers sign non-violence pledges, to which PLO 
negotiators agreed, borders on the absurd. To 
expect killers and would-be killers to feel hon¬ 
or-bound by a signature forced on them by 
Israelis is to cany naivete to unprecedented 
heights. Nor is it surprising that the 650 re¬ 
fused to sign the pledge. They consider it a 
humiliation, and are certain they can eventu¬ 
ally force Israel to release them uncondition¬ 
ally. In the meantime they are lauded as “pris¬ 
oners of conscience" and heroes. 

Their expectations are not unreasonable. 
The government seems either unwilling or 
unable to take the provisions of the Cairo 
agreement seriously. On Wednesday, it told a 
settlement in the Gaza District that Israel 
could not intervene in PLO recruitment of 
known terrorists to the Palestinian Police. In 
the same vein, relatives of terror victims who 
have protested the inclusion,of their kin’s 
murderers in the Palestinian Police have re¬ 
ceived a letter from the Prime Minister's Of- - 
fice stating that “The Israel government can¬ 
not determine who will serve in the 
Palestinian Police." 

But the truth is that under the Protocol 
Concerning Withdrawal of Israeli Military 
Forces and Security Arrangements (known as 
“Annex 1") Article III Section 4, in the para¬ 
graph titled “Recruitment" (b), the agree¬ 
ment states...“The list of Palestinians recruit¬ 
ed, whether locally or from abroad, shall be 
agreed on by both tides." 

Nor is this the only issue on which Israel has 
retreated from its firmly stated “red lines.” 
For example, the government has repeatedly 
said that it would not release terrorists with 
“blood on their hands.” But this, too, has 
been compromised. 

Leaving aside that the distinction is absurd 
.and arbitrary-in the literal sense Adolf Eich- 
mairn had no blood on h»Jiancls either - and 
that allowing the planner of the Munich mas¬ 
sacre to enter Gaza because he did not actual¬ 
ly soil his hands with blood is an insult to one’s 
intelligence, the fact is that convicted killers, 
with the blood of Arab “collaborators” on 
their hands, have all been released. To make a 
distinction between Jewish and Arab blood is 
an offense to justice and democratic princi¬ 
ples, though it is a safe bet that this is one 


discrimination no human rights organization 
will protest. 

Moreover, both Jericho and Gaza have be¬ 
come safe havens for terrorists wanted by the 
Israeli security services for killing both Israelis 
and Arabs. This, too, is a violation of the 
agreement, which provides for the prompt 
extradition of such persons. 

In Annex ITT, Part II, Section 7, under 
“Transfer of Suspects and Defendants" (b) 
the agreement states “Where an individual 
suspected of, charged with or convicted of an 
offense that falls within Israeli criminal juris¬ 
diction is present in the Territory, Israel may 
request the Palestinian Authority to arrest 
and transfer the individual to Israel." And 
further on, in paragraph (f) (1), it states 
“Both sic.es, upon receipt of a request in 
accordance with this Article, shall effect the. 
arrest and transfer requested.” Needless to 
say, the government has nor invoked these 
provisions and has not requested the arrest 
and transfer of these wanted terrorists. 

That wanted killers can escape to the Pales¬ 
tinian Authority zones and find safety there is 
bgd enough. But to add insult to injury, they 
are not merely hiding out in these safe zones, 
but pursuing “collaborators” in cooperation 
with the local PLO security forces. 

On Tuesday, Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
acknowledged that this, too, is a violation of 
the agreement. He warned that Israel would 
“draw conclusions" if they continue. Yet the 
government has done nothing, nor does it 
seem to want to do anything about rescuing its 
threatened friends. 

The PLO is all too aware of the govern¬ 
ment's insouciance. The main debate in the 
self-rule zone is not whether collaborators 
should be persecuted in contravention of the 
agreement - that is already taken for granted 
- but whether they should be executed. 

For Israel’s friends it will not be easy to 
forget this betrayal of the “collaborators.!' 
Palestinians who have saved Israeli lives no4 
live in mortal fear, and, as one reporter put ■ 
last night, they don't know what is more 
meaningless: Palestinian commitments or Is¬ 
raeli promises., .. _ 

In Washington, 15 Senators and 31 Con¬ 
gressmen have formed a group to monitor 
PLO compliance with the agreement. Their 
main purpose is to ensure that the $500 mil¬ 
lion the US has promised the PLO will be 
awarded only if the PLO adheres to its com¬ 
mitments. It will be difficult for the group to 
convince the administration of the need to 
demand compliance if Israel continues to view 
the most flagrant agreement violations with 
total indifference.

THE NIGERIAN 
SITUATION 

Sir, - Your editorial comment of 
June 13 on Nigeria is completely 
off-target. Political developments 
in Nigeria have shifted since 1993, 
the time of regrettably annulled 
elections. 

The central issue and preoccu¬ 
pation of a vast majority of Nigeri¬ 
ans is bow to renegotiate their as¬ 
sociation in the federation within 
the framework of a Nigerian na¬ 
tion. The goal remains unalterably 
the same - the establishment of an 
enduring democratic structure and 
system. On this, every Nigerian 
seems to agree. The National Con¬ 
stitutional Conference, due at the 
end of this month, provides a plat¬ 
form where the very complex is¬ 
sues can be discussed and, hope¬ 
fully, resolved. Naturally, genuine 
differences of opinion remain as to 
its form, scope and content. 

It, therefore, serves little or no 
constructive purpose to continual¬ 
ly hark back to the past. Serious 
and constructive approach to the 
Nigerian debate must focus on the 
realities of the present: first, by 
urging Nigerians and their leaders 
to cooperate with the government 
in its programs; and secondly, by 
insisting that government, on its 
part, articulate those programs 
more clearly; and carry them 
through with firm democratic re¬ 
solve and credibility. 

Those, who paid only Up service 
to the anti-apartheid movement or 
secretly collaborated with the 
shameful and discredited system 
for base economic reasons, wben 
Nigeria was at the vanguard of the 
struggle against apartheid, have 
no right to read us any lesspn. 
They should know, unless they are 
naive, that Nigeria’s problems are 
different and, in many ways, more 
complex than those of South Afri¬ 
ca, whose peoples and leaders we 
hold in very high esteem. To sub¬ 
tly and mischievously endeavor to 
pit our two countries in confronta¬ 
tion is not only a disservice to-Afri¬ 
ca but to the entire world. They 
are at it again; and soon, after 
sowing the seeds of discord, would 
pretend to be innocent and wash 
their hands dean.

THE PALESTINIAN 
STATE 

Sir, - Recurring articles in the 
Post on the IsraeU-Palestinian 
peace negotiations seem to confer 
a somewhat unjustified picture to 
the Israel government's sense of 
reality of what is in the making, 
i.e. a Palestinian state. As dis- 
closed in the book, Les Fous de la 
Paix, by Marek Halter and Eric 
Laurent, Shimon Peres's secret 
letter to Minister Holst concerning 
the Palestinian institutions in Jeru¬ 
salem is not the last occasion that 
the public is in for a surprise. 

In this book, the two experi¬ 
enced Middle East journalists re¬ 
fer to two secret letters annexed to 
the Declaration of Principles. In 
one of these non-pubtic annexes, 
Arafat acquiesces in making the 
EDF responsible for the security of 
the Jewish settlers all over the ter¬ 
ritories. In the other letter, Arafat 
promises not to proclaim a Pales¬ 
tinian state before the negotiations 
on the permanent status have been 
finalized. 

Both annexes contain diplomat¬ 
ic subtleties in galvanizing the 
practical precautions in the step- 
by-step strategy of the Israeli gov¬ 
ernment to prepare the Israeli 
public for the realization of a Pal¬ 
estinian state, meanwhile giving 
the Palestinians a chance to orga¬ 
nize themselves. The need for die 
removal of (most of the) settle¬ 
ments on the East Bank and in 
Gaza is accompanied by the neces¬ 
sary security means, until the gov¬ 
ernment, the public and the set¬ 
tlers are ready for such a decision. 
In the same spirit, Arafat promises 
not to proclaim a Palestinian state 
before due time, i.e. the end of the 
negotiations on the permanent sta¬ 
tus is the establishment of a Pales¬ 
tinian state. 

The time is ripe for a public 
debate on the real issues at hand. 
The Israeli people should stop 
fooling themselves and give the 
democratically elected govern¬ 
ment a real chance to demonstrate 
if and how far it has thought out 
the consequences of its own 
decisions.

I T tends to get forgotten that 
what persuaded voters in the 
center to give Yitzhak Rabin, 
Labor and their left-wing allies the 
hair's-breadth victory which made 
their narrow coalition majority 
possible was... domestic issues.

T HERE’S a lot of talk these 
days about the future of Is- 
rael-Diaspora relations. It 
has become commonplace for Is¬ 
raeli leaders to come to the US 
and argue that the time has come 
to reassess relations. They make 
the point that the new basis for 
relations should be the issue of 
Jewish continuity and Israel's role 
in helping American Jews meet 
the challenge. 

Putting aside the very real ques¬ 
tion as to whether it is premature 
to dismiss the historical basis for 
the ties - American Jewish politi¬ 
cal, financial and moral support 
for Israel - I feel there is some¬ 
thing missing in this new appeal: 
Israel’s failure to recognize that 
the problem of Jewish continuity 
is, in many ways, as much of a 
challenge for Israelis as for Dias¬ 
pora Jews. 

The assumption of much of 
these discussions is that only Dias¬ 
pora Jews face assimilation, and 
that one of the key tools in educat¬ 
ing Diaspora Jewry is through 
trips to Israel and a cultural con¬ 
nection to the Jewish state. 

No one can disagree with the 
importance of such activities, 
though it is not always dear exact¬ 
ly what Israelis mean wben they 
speak of education. 

If Israel wants to play a con¬ 
structive role during this period of 
transition, it would be helpful for 
its leaders tQ acknowledge that 
Jewish continuity is not something

“All of a sudden the cows start¬ 
ed jumping bade,'* Murdoch said.

big force behind the current peace 
process, the understandable 
yearning of most Israelis for a nor¬ 
mal life, free of war, full of accep¬ 
tance by one’s neighbors and the 
world. 

As Jewish history has taught, 
however, normalcy is a challenge 
as well as a welcome development 
for the Jewish people.

It 
is the challenge of creating a posi¬ 
tive, self-sustaining basis for con¬ 
tinued existence as a Jew. 

In this context, I would like to 
hear Israeli leaders and thinkers 
talking about Jewish continuity as 
a problem for Jews everywhere. 


This is a more accurate description 
of reality than the notion that “we 
Israelis will help you American 
Jews with your problem.” 

More than that, it is a psycho¬ 
logically sound basis for recreating 
a real partnership between Israelis 
and Diaspora Jewry. It suggests 
that while Zionism is a response to 
the issue of Jewish identity, it isn’t 
a total response, and that even 
Zionists living in Israel recognize 
that the solutions for Jewish iden¬ 
tity must continually be searched^ 
for by all of us. ~ * 

Up till now, there has always 
been an element of resentment jn 
the Israel-Diaspora relationship, 
because the core issue has been 
Israel’s survival and security. No 
matter how much American Jews 
did to help Israel in that area, they 
never could truly satisfy maaylti 
Israel because it was the Israelis 
and not American Jews who faced 
the life-and-death-struggle of war 
and terrorism. ; 

As the issue of war recedes and 
identity emerges, the way to avoid 
past resentments and develop a 
more profound relationship is for 
Israelis and Diaspora Jews to 
come together and accept the fact 
that in a rapidly changing world of 
expanding international trade, 
communications and interaction, 
the challenge of Jewish continuity 
is a challenge for us all.

Z: It decided, however, that even

in an ordinary judicial procedure, 
there was no reason to disqualify

**nes, reported in a newspaper in- 

'ferview. 

Judicial commissions of inquiry 
necessarily involve an uneasy in¬ 
terplay of law and politics. The 
commissions come into existence, 
according to the law, to investi- 
■ gate “a matter of essential public 
' importance at the lime, that re¬ 
quires clarification.’* In less legal 
language, they deal with issues 
that are so hot that the elective 
institutions of government alone 
cannot provide adequate respons¬ 
es. 

Supreme Court Justice Yitzhak 
Zamir, who wrote the principal 
judgment in the Zouabi case, re¬ 
turns here to his salad days. 

Three decades ago. Pinhas Ro¬ 
sen, justice minister under Levi 
Eshkol. asked Zamir for an opin¬ 
ion on the legality of the Commit¬ 
tee of Seven, an investigating 
Commission of seven cabinet min¬ 
ivers which absolved Pinhas La- 
von of responsibility for the noto¬ 
rious bungled operation in Egypt. 
Zamir’s opinion sustained the le¬ 
gality of the Committee of Seven. 

Ben-Gurion’s attack on the 
Vriinisterial committee provided 
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the impetus for the present law on 
judicial investigating commissions 
under which the Shamgar Com¬ 
mission operates. 

Ben-Gurion also set the pattern 
for the prevailing illusions about 
judicial investigations. He felt that 
a judicial investigation should be 
free from the preconceptions inev¬ 
itable in a political forum.

Zouabi decision, he notes that 
“An individual [who] is liable to 
be appointed as a member of a 
committee of inquiry... brings 
with him expertise, experience 
and even a specific view of the 
matter under deliberation in the 
committee.” 

Nevertheless, Zamir continues, 
such an individual is capable of 
weighing up the facts and making 
a decision on the basis of the ma¬ 
terial brought before the commit¬ 
tee. 

This may be true as long as the 
judicial investigation performs a 
purely fact-finding function. But 
when value-oriented policy deci¬ 
sions are involved, this view is 
difficult to accept. It becomes vir-

tually impossible when the com¬ 
mission reaches the Stage of con¬ 
clusions and recommendations. 

THE SHAW Commission, ap¬ 
pointed by the British to investi¬ 
gate the 1929 “disturbances," 
which included the massacre of 
the Jewish community in Hebron, 
was headed by a judge. 

Its central conclusion was that 
the cause of the Arab riots were 
the fears generated by increased 
Jewish immigration. Its principal 
recommendation: that the govern¬ 
ment issue an official declaration 
emphasizing the rights of the Ar¬ 
abs under die British Mandate. 

The Shaw Commission might 
very well have passed the tests of 
impartiality of the recent High 
Court decision. 

The more abstract the issue, the 
less suitable the institution of the 
judicial commission of investiga¬ 
tion. Indeed, the less suitable die 
judicial process itself. The con¬ 
crete case is where the judicial 
process was meant to operate. 

This is one of the questionable 
aspects of the judicial handiwork 
in the Zouabi case. The court in 
effect gave an advisory opinion. 
No facts had been presented by 
the petitioners as proof of their 
contention that Zouabi had ex¬ 
pressed a prejudicial attitude that 
justified bis disqualification from 
sitting as a member of the Sham- 
gar Commission. 

In his separate opinion. Justice 
Cheshin registered a highly liter¬ 
ate protest against building a legal 
edifice without a factual founda¬ 
tion. 

The petitioners presented to the 
court the newspaper clipping of 
Zouabi’s interview. The senior 
member of the judicial panel. Jus¬ 
tice Aharon Barak, noted that this 
is the common practice in an ordi¬ 
nary libel action. In the libel ac¬ 
tion. however, the clipping merely 
proves the fact of publication. In 
this High Court case, the clipping 
was offered as proof of the matters 
that were stated in the interview. 

This questionable exercise in ju¬ 
dicial logic precedes Barak's pane¬ 
gyric on the objectivity and free¬ 
dom from dogmatism of the 
professional judge.

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S INCE a recent report by the 
World Health Organization 
revealed that Israeli men 
have the second-highest longevity 
in the world, onr media and the 
man (and woman) on the street 
have been celebrating wildly. 

Experts of ail kinds have joined 
in our collective back-patting with 
explanations for our greatness 
ranging from Israeli advances in 
heart surgery to the Israeli man’s 
alleged lack of exertion during 
sexual activity. 

An article by Tali Rozin in Ye- 
diot Aharpnot (June 8) Stopped 
just short of concluding that the 
caricature of the Israeli male - 
pot-bellied, chain-smoking, work¬ 
out shunning - may be die best 
prescription for a long life. 

It's a shame to have to spoil the 
fun. But the WHO finding, as in¬ 
terpreted by the Central Bureau 
of Statistics, is an example of - 
possibly unintentional - lying with 
statistics. . 

The culprit here is a little math¬ 
ematical fact statisticians call The 
Inspection Paradox. 

The Inspection Paradox is the 
reason a light bulb already in use 
will last longer than the average 
light bulb;'why the battery in yoor 
flashlight right now will last longer 
than expected. By the same token, 
the Inspection Paradox assures as 
that an individual now living will 
live longer, on average, than 
someone not yet born. 

A 20-year-old man has a longer 
total life expectancy than a new¬ 
born baby. Why? For one thing, 
the 20-year-old may die from any 
of a variety of causes, but be will 
not die from infant mortality or a 
childhood Alness. The newborn 
could still die of these causes. 

And the older you get, the 
greater your expected age of 
death. A 90-year-old man can no 
longer die.at age 75.1 (the Israeli 
man's average longevity according 
to the WHO report), and he will 
certainly live at least 90 years. 

Life tables used by insurance 
companies make explicit use of 
the feet that older people are ex-

pected to die later than younger 
ones. But what does ail this have 
to do with Israel and its long-living 
men? Everything. 

Israel is a land of immigration. 
A large proportion of Israelis 


weren't bom here. Having come 
at age 40, an immigrant can no 
longer die at 39. or 38 or 37 or any 
younger age - his expected life is 
therefore greater than average. 

When many people immigrate 


to a country, they artificially in¬ 
flate that country's expected wn- 
eevitv. One may wonder what dif¬ 
ference it makes where a penoo is 
bom - but it makes a big differ¬ 
ence. 

Someone not bom in Israel can¬ 
not die in Israel at an age younger 
than he is right now. When immi¬ 
grating. he thus reduces the pro¬ 
portion of Israelis who die young, 
and therefore increases our ex¬ 
pected longevity. 

ANY IMMIGRATION increases 
a country’s expected longevity for 
men and women. In the case ot 
Israel, the effect is more pro¬ 
nounced than elsewhere, because 
of the great extent of immigration. 

There is yet another immigra¬ 
tion factor. People who immigrate 
to Israel tend to be older than 
immigrants to other immigration 
countries (some of which impose 
age-limits on immigrants). Emi¬ 
grants from Israel, on the other 
hand, tend to be young people 
seeking opportunities elsewhere- 

The numbers in the WHO re¬ 
port were quite close to each oth¬ 
er. Expected longevity for Swed¬ 
ish men. for example was reported 
in third place, at 74.9. for Austra¬ 
lian men at 74.8. The effect of 
immigration, and emigration, on 
Israeli men’s longevity is probably 
much greater than the 0.1 or 0.2 
years' differences among these 
countries. 

So before we start recommend¬ 
ing pot bellies, smoking, lax pollu¬ 
tion controls, crazy driving and 
avoidance of exercise, we had bet¬ 
ter have someone attempt to cor¬ 
rect the longevity statistics to ac¬ 
count for the effect of 
immigration. Even if such a cor¬ 
rection were posable, cause and 
effect linkage would be very diffi¬ 
cult to establish. 

Japan held the number one spot 
for men’s longevity m the WHO 
report, at 76.3 years. Yet no one 
in his or her right mind would 
conclude that the intense radia¬ 
tion from two atomic explosions 
improves longevity.

Nitzani slams Harish 


for interfering

THE Israel Electric Corp. tender 
committee yesterday decided to 
give the green light for the compa¬ 
ny to commence negotiations with 
Israel Shipyards over the building 
of two new tugboats for the Ha- 
dera power station. 

The committee, which is head¬ 
ed by accountant Shlomo Ness, 
decided to go ahead with IEC 
managing director Moshe Katz's 
proposal, after the results of the 
international tender were disput¬ 
ed in court and Ferguson an¬ 
nounced it is unable to build the 
boats at the price it had bid. 

At the tender committee, Katz 
emphasized the company's exist¬ 
ing tug boats are in bad condition 
and that it is necessary to guaran¬ 
tee a continuous supply of coal to 
its Hadera power station. The 
committee decided to buy the tug¬ 
boats from Israel Shipyards, on 
condition that the company re¬ 
duces its initial price offer and 
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agrees to construct the tugboats 
according to the technical specifi¬ 
cations necessary to unload the 
coal at Hadera’s port. 

More than 3 million tons of coal 
are unloaded at Hadera's port 
each year for the Hadera power 
plant. In arouad 18 months, the 
unloaded coal will also supply 
lEC’s second power plant, now 
under construction. 

Approximately one year ago, 
the Scottish firm Ferguson Ship¬ 
builders won lEC’s tender to build 
the tugboats at approximately 
$14m., but the Ministry of Trans¬ 
port canceled the results of the 
tender and awarded the deal to 
Israel Shipyards instead. Israel 
Shipyards' bid was 22% higher 
than Ferguson's. Ferguson then 
sued to regain the contract. 

The court ruled that DEC may 
buy the tugboats from Ferguson 
but the Scottish firm announced it 
is no longer willing to supply the 
boats at its initial price. Ferguson 
said building costs have increased 
since it submitted its bid. 

In other news, IEC yesterday 
reported that Elco has won its in¬ 
ternational tender to supply insu¬ 
lated crates valued at SIS million. 
The crates will be used to connect 
buildings to electricity networks. 
Other bidders were Nisco Electri¬ 
cal Electronics and Arco Elec¬ 
tronic Control.

INDUSTRY and Trade Minister 
Micha Harish may be endangering 
the privatization of Israel Chemi¬ 
cals (ICL) by interfering with the 
company’s business decisions. 
Government Companies Author¬ 
ity managing director Yossi Nit¬ 
zani said yesterday. 

Nitzani. who left last night for 
the US to work on the sale of IS 
percent of the government's ICL 
shares, criticized Harish's strong- 
armed tactics to get the company's 
board to agree to move its bead- 
quarters to Beersheba from Ra- 
mat Gan. 

Nitzani fears that political inter¬ 
vention in the running of ICL will 
scare away potential investors. 4, I 
hope that I will be able to con¬ 
vince investors that the company 
is run as a regular business," he 
said. 

Nitzani, together with ICL 
chairman Victor Medina, will be 
meeting with 12 US investment 
banks to interest them in buying 
or in finding buyers for 15% of 
ICL’s shares. Hie shares' stock 
market value ranges between S120 
million to $180m. 

“Already a couple of the banks 
have asked questions about [the 
headquarters controversy]," said 
Nitzani. “I will explain to them 
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that the company has a strong 
board that can withstand political 
pressure," be added. 

Nitzani termed Harish’s report¬ 
ed threat not to extend the hoard 
members terms if they fail to vote 
to move the headquarters as “to¬ 
tally inappropriate." 


“A minister has the right to ex¬ 
press his opinion and to try to 
convince the board. However, he 
has to respect the independence of 
the board," he said. 

In a letter addressed to the com¬ 
pany's board. Nitzani reminded 
them of their legal obligation to 
uphold the firm's business inter¬ 
ests as a publicly traded concern, 
to the exclusion of every other 
interest, indodirTg “national inter¬ 
ests.” 

He also directed the board not to 
meet at Harish's office, bat at its 
regular headquarters, to avoid the 
appearance of having been subject 
to illegitimate pressure. 

ICL officials oppose the move on 
grounds that the headquarters do 
not run the company's plants, 
which are in the South, but attends 
to tbe company’s financ ial and legal 
matters, as well as its marketing 
activities. Since 90% of ICL pro¬ 
duction is for export, it is important 
that the company's headquarters be 
located in the country’s business 
center, said Nitzani. 

If the decision to move the 
headquarters harms the running 
of the company, it will ultimately 
hurt the South, as business losses 
will translate into fewer jobs, con¬ 
cluded Nitzani. 


Pension reform proposal, revives 
specter of stock market taxation 


THE proposal to tax stock market 
profits resurfaced this week deep 
in the Fogel report on pension re¬ 
form, despite Finance Minister 
Avraham Shohat's promise not to 
consider such a move until next 
year. 

Although politicians were able 
to keep the stock market tax genie 
out of tax reform, it has come 
back to haunt them through pen¬ 
sion reform. 

The tax issue is not incidental, 
said Tel Aviv University econom¬ 
ics Prof.. Yehuda Kahane, since 
the government is interested in en¬ 
couraging pension savings. One 
way to do that is to give pensions 
greater tax advantages than those 
of other savings instruments. 

The committee recommends 
not taxing the portion of income 
used to pay the monthly pension 
premiums and taxing pension pay¬ 
ments as regular income, after ex¬ 
empting 35 percent of the pension 
income from taxes. If stock mar¬ 
ket income remains tax-exempt, 
then the tax code would discour-

age pension savings over stock 
market speculation. 

On the other band, the commit¬ 
tee report notes that if taxes are 
eliminated altogether on all sav¬ 
ings instruments, the Treasury 
would be unable to bear the reve¬ 
nue loss. 

Kahane points out that the pro¬ 
posal to raise pension premiums 
from 17.5% of wages today to 
21% is going to be very controver¬ 
sial, since most of the increase will 
come at the expense of the em¬ 
ployees’ severance pay fund, 
which requires employers to set 
aside 23% of wages. 

Kahane calls the abolishment of 
severance pay funds a “hidden 
proposal" because it would mean 
dissolving existing collective wage 
agreements. “It will create a lot of 
problems with the workers, the 
Histadrut and employers,” he 
said. 

Not only do the funds provide 
income protection to workers, but 
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since employers fire a only small 
proportion of their workers, they 
ultimately do not pay out most of 
those funds. 

Kahane criticizes the commit¬ 
tee's recommendation to subsidize 
the failing pension funds to the 
tune of NIS 63 billion at the ex¬ 
pense of the healthier funds. “The 
healthy funds are penalized for 
having managed their affairs prop¬ 
erly." he said. 

Kahane’s criticism can be ex¬ 
tended even further, since under 
the proposals everyone will end up 
paying for past mismanagement. 

Kahane finds no justification 
for unifying the weak funds and 
merging them to the healthier 
ones for the same reason. In addi¬ 
tion. be points out that it will not 
lead to any administrative savings 
and that the consolidation process 
would be extremely costly. 

Kahane noted that some of the 
smaller funds are limi ted liability 
companies, while others are coop¬ 
erative companies, a fact which 
significantly complicates tbe legal 
process of consolidation. 

Although the proposal to grad¬ 
ually phase out state-funded pen¬ 
sion programs that cover govern¬ 
ment workers by having them join 
private-sector funds would intro¬ 
duce more order, it would raise 
the government's wage bill, said 
Kahane.

HOUSING, to be sure, is the en¬ 
gine driving inflation onwards and 
upwards. 

However, the different ele¬ 
ments of the economy do not op¬ 
erate in a vacuum, and it cannot 
be claimed that “once house price 
inflation has been tackled every¬ 
thing will be alright.” 

For one thing, several other 
components of the CPI (fruits and 
vegetables, health and education) 
are showing double-digit growth 
year after year. Transportation 
has gone up 9 percent over the 
last year. So the argument that, 
housing apart, inflation is under 
control is clearly false. 

What is more, education, health 
and to a lesser extent transporta¬ 
tion, are commodities whose 
prices are largely determined by 
tbe government. The former two 
have no doubt been propelled by 


the wage settlement* agreed with 
public sector employees, in those 
areas. 

So, it is not just housing. Most 
people have to pay rent or a mon¬ 
gage. and higher housing costs are 
taking an ever larger bite out of 
their pay checks. This will surely 
lead to ever higher wage demands 
which threaten a wage-price infla¬ 
tionary spiral - a chitling prospect. 

Notwithstanding the pressure.^ 
that will be brought upon it. the 
Bank of Israel will almost certain¬ 
ly raise interest rotes. The govern¬ 
ment is going to have to take deci¬ 
sive action to implement the 
reforms it has promised but not 
delivered, notably to bring hous¬ 
ing prices down. And it will have 
to stand firm on wage demands. 
Otherwise this may be its only 
term in power.

That fanned inflation fears that 


arose Wednesday due to a surge in 
prices of grains, crude oil and oth¬ 
er commodities. 

But the inflation jitters eased by 
late morning as commodity prices 
pulled back. The Commodity Re¬ 
search Bureau's index, a popular 
inflation gauge, declined after ad¬ 
vancing by an unusually large 
amount Wednesday. 

That sent prices higher in the 
bond market in the afternoon after 
they fell early on the inflation 
fears. The turnaround gave a lift to 
stocks. 

“I think the [stock] market will 
continue to trade in tandem with 
bonds until we get a sense of 
where second-quarter corporate 
earnings are going to come in," 
said Bill Allyn, director of equity 
trading at Jefferies and Co.

Irish yacht owner faces arms cache charges

Court bans Holocaust-denial pamphlets 

THE HAGUE (Reuter) - A Dutch court yesterday upheld a 
ban on the distribution of pamphlets claiming the Nazi campaign 
of genocide against European Jews never happened. 

The Hague appeal court confirmed a ban imposed by a lower 
court in November 1992. the Dutch news agency ANP said 
A Belgian national. Siegfried Verbeke, whose Free 
Historical Research group published the pamphlets, bad 
appealed against the original verdict on the grounds that it 
violated freedom of expression as guaranteed by the Dutch 
constitution. 

US closing more European bases 

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - The United Stares will end or 
reduce operations at 27 more military facilities in Europe, most 
of them in Germany, the Defense Department said yesterday. 

The move, part of continuing US defense cuts after the Cold 
War, will bring to S95 the number of overseas military 
installations which have been closed, reduced or put on stand¬ 
by status since 1990. 

The latest closings and reductions wilj affect 5,655 personnel 
including 3.226 US troops, 506 American civilians and 2,923 local 
civilian workers, the Pentagon said. 

Computer pornography hits British schools 

LONDON (Reuter) - Computer pornography is rife in 
Britain's schools, an independent survey released yesterday said. 

A report by the University of Central Lancashire in northern 
England found that pornographic disks are passed around 
outside the classroom, but some are also used on school 
machines. 

“This type of material is circulated amongst children in 
secondary and, in some cases primary schools, throughout 
Britain," the report said. 

It added that over 30 percent of boys secondary schools were 
aware of computer pornography and 2 percent of primary 
schools.

18 people 

ADEN, June 16 (Reuter) - North¬ 
ern Yemeni shells rained down on 
a residential district of the seces¬ 
sionist stronghold Aden yester¬ 
day, killing at least 18 civilians and 
wounding scores, witnesses said. 

An early morning barrage de¬ 
molished houses in the Sheikh 
Othman district. Eight people 
from one family were killed along 
with 10 other people, the witness¬ 
es said. 

The district was hit again by 
fresh salvoes in the evening. Doz¬ 
ens of people were wounded and a 
factory set ablaze. 

Leaders of the breakaway 
southern state were meeting UN 
peace envoy Lakhdar Brahimi in 
Jeddah, Saudi Arabia, to discuss 
the north's latest conditions for a 
truce. 

Brahimi, shuttling between the 
two sides in several locations, met 
northern leaders in their capital 
Sanaa on Wednesday after talks 
on Monday with secessionist lead¬ 
er Ali Salem al-Baidh in the an¬ 
cient southern city of Mukalla. 

The north's President Ali Abd¬ 
ullah Saleh told the United Arab 
Emirates’ president yesterday he 
accepted an immediate cease-fire, 
the UAE official news agency said 
in Abu Dhabi. 

Saleh said he also accepted the 
formation of a military commis¬ 
sion of officers from both sides as 
well as Arab and other foreign 
representatives. 

Several previously announced 
cease-fires have failed. 

The civil war broke out oti .May 
4 after months "Of" bicl^rm^be- 
tween Baidh and Saleh over' the 
course of the 1990 union between 
the former North and South Ye¬ 
men. Baidh declared the south 
had seceded two weeks later. 

Northern forces advancing on 
Aden have shelled the port city of 
400,000 people repeatedly but 
yesterday’s attacks was among the 
worst. 

“Everybody was sleeping. 
There was no tune to escape... 
The shells kept falling," said a dis¬ 
traught civilian at the scene of the 
morning blitz of Sheikh Othman. 

A six-month-old infant wailed 
in panic. His mother and her three 
teenaged sisters were killed along 
with five other relatives when 
shells hit their brick bouse in area. 

The bombardment killed 18 
people and wounded 20. Blood 
and human remains were splat¬ 
tered on shell-pocked walls. One 
body was cut in half while others 
had hastily been wrapped in blan¬ 
kets which quickly became soaked 
in blood.

Juppe, who proposed French 
intervention Wednesday, was 
scheduled to visit Senegal and Ivo¬ 
ry Coast tomorrow, in part to dis¬ 
cuss African involvement in end¬ 
ing the Rwandan bloodshed. 

Rebels of the Rwandan Patriot¬ 
ic Front, in a broadcast on their 
Radio Muhabura, said France “is 
incapable of making the situation 
in Rwanda better." 

“France cannot stop the geno¬ 
cide and massacres it has helped to 
put in action,” it said. “France is 
the mentor of the very clique 
which is carrying out the killing." 

Violence since Rwanda’s presi¬ 
dent was killed in a plane crash 
April 6 has left an estimated 
200,000 people dead. Most were 
of the minority Tutsi tribe, killed 
by the Hutu-majority army and 
militias, or were Hutu moderates 
killed by extremists. 

The Tutsi-dominated rebels 
hold France indirectly responsible 
for the slaughter because of 
France’s past military assistance to 
the Hutu-led government. Only 
French military intervention^ 
stopped the rebels from taking “' 
^Rwanda’s capital. Kigali, in 1990. 

Juppe, while stressing that 
Trance “is ready to do more,” told 
the Senate that any intervention 
would be of limited duration and 
aimed solely at “protecting people 
threatened with extermination."

BONN (AP) - Italian Premier Sil¬ 
vio Berlusconi, criticized on his 
first foreign trip for including 
rightists in his Cabinet, said yes¬ 
terday that antisemitism and intol¬ 
erance have no place in Italy.

Berlusconi a warm welcome, but 
opposition politicians said the visit 
was an unfortunate reminder of 
the German-Italian axis in World 
Warn. 

A prominent Jewish spokes¬ 
man, Michel Friedman, said Ger¬ 
many should keep as much dis¬ 
tance as possible from “neo- 
Fascists" in Berlusconi’s

In an indication Kohl’s govern¬ 
ment may have been uneasy about 
Berlusconi’s visit, it did not dis¬ 
tribute his official itinerary or give 
reporters a chance to ask him 
questions, both departures from 
custom for visiting dignitaries.

STOCKHOLM (Reuter)-Swed¬ 
ish Environment Minister Olof 
Johansson resigned yesterday af¬ 
ter the government gave its go- 
ahead for a controversial bridge 
and tunnel to Denmark. 

Johansson, head of one of the 
four parties making up the cen¬ 
ter-right coalition, had objected 
to the bridge, saying' it coaid 
harm the delicate balance of the 
Baltic Sea. 

Prime Minister Carl Bildt re¬ 
jected Johansson's criticism. 

“This is the greenest bridge 
that can be built,” he said. 

Argument over the 16-kUome- 
rer link had threatened to topple 
Bildt’s coalition, but three of Jo¬ 
hansson’s Center Party col¬ 
leagues, all ministers, derided to 
stay in government. 

Bildt would probably have 
been forced to try to form a mi¬ 
nority coalition if all Center Par¬ 
ty ministers had pulled out. 


Instead he only had to replace 
Johansson. His deputy, Gorel 
Thurdin - also a Center Party 
politician - was promptly ap¬ 
pointed to succeed Johansson. 

Denmark and Sweden agreed 
in 1991 to build the link across 
the Oresund Strait, one of the 
longest in the world, but the Cen¬ 
ter Party objected, causing con¬ 
tinued delays. 

The Danes breathed a sigh of 
relief that the long drawn-out 
process was finally over and said 
not even Sweden’s Water Tribu¬ 
nal, which would set the final en¬ 
vironmental parameters for the 
project, could stop the link from 
being built. 

“Nothing can stop the project 
now,” Danish Transport Minis¬ 
ter Jan Troejborg said. 

The Danes have already begun 
construction on the link which is 
due to be completed by 2000. 

“I am as convinced as ever that 


the Oresund link is a miscon¬ 
ceived, environmentally danger¬ 
ous, expensive and unnecessary 
project,” Johansson told a news 
conference. 

The Baltic's supply of sea wa¬ 
ter flows through the Oresund 
Strait in tiny amounts, mixing 
with vast amounts of fresh water 
to create a brackish mixture. 

Environmentalists say bridge 
foundations on the shallow Ore¬ 
sund Strait could cut off just 
enough sea water to ruin tin bal¬ 
ance of sea and fresh water in the 
the Baltic. ■ 

The project has faced criticism 
since the talks between Sweden 
and Denmark about linking the 
nations began 30 years ago. 

Opinion surveys show both a 
majority Swedes and Danes are 
against the link, Sweden's first 
fixed connection with continen¬ 
tal Europe. 


Gunmen fire on busy Belfast street 


BELFAST (AP) - Gunmen 
opened fire on a crowded street 
in a Protestant neighborhood 
yesterday, killing one man and 
injuring three others, police said. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the lunch-time 
shootings on the Shankill Road. 
The victim, who died in hospital, 
was not immediately identified. 

Two of the three injured men 
were in serious condition at the 
same hospital, said a police 
spokesman, who was not 
identified. 

Earlier yesterday, a Protes¬ 


tant-based paramilitary gang said 
its gunmen shot and Injured a 
Catholic butcher at his Belfast 
shop. 

TTbe victim, Brian McAuley, 
bad applied for permission to 
carry a gun because of threats 
against him, but police rejected 
his application three weeks ago, 
said Dr. Joe Hendron, the local 
member of Parliament. 

Meanwhile, a “loyalist” gang 
leader drew five life sentences 
yesterday for directing the mur¬ 
der of five Catholics, inducting a 
young man whose distraught girl¬ 


friend subsequently killed 
herself. 

Laurence George Maguire, 31, 
a member of the outlawed Ulster 
Volunteer Force, confessed to 41 
charges, including booby-trapping 
a house with a hand grenade, rob¬ 
beries, burglaries and blackmail. 

“You have been responsible for 
a series of quite appalling crimes, 
including the murder, no less, of 
five innocent people. The callous¬ 
ness and depravity of you and 
your associates is just too awful 
for words,” Lord Justice John 
MacDermott said.

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America prepares for the Greatest Show on Earth 


WORLD CUP fever is about to strike 
millions of people around the world. 

Its a rather strange malaise and can 
manifest itself in various ways, depending 
on who you are and where you live. 

If you live east of the Atlantic Ocean, 
then the most common symptom wfll be 
lack of sleep. The further east you are, the 
worse it will get. 

If it’s on the western shores of that great 
expanse of water, and north of the Gulf of 
Mexico, then you could be frustrated that 
an unusual new sport has taken over your 
daily staple of baseball - that great Ameri¬ 
can pastime. 

If you live south of the USA, then you 
are likely to experience bouts of elation 
combined with fits of depression. 

A fourth kind of “illness" is more likely 
to affect some women no matter where 
they live. Tins could appear as just plain 
irritability that the men around them can 
find nothing better to do, than to think 
and talk about football all day and all 
night. 

The 1994 World Cup starts today and 
ends exactly one month later. Batten 
down the hatches for one of the great 
events of world sport. 

THIS year’s competition bas a much 
stranger setting than any of the previous 
13. For the first time, it will be played in a 
country where Football (soccer as the 
Americans call it) is a minor sport, played 
mainly by high school and university stu¬ 
dents. There are rumors of a professional 


soccer league, but no one really knows for 
sure. 

The Americans may be masters of the 
world in many respects, but as far as sport 
is concerned, they could just as well be 
living on a remote Pacific island. And if 
you .pick up a US newspaper and turn to 
the sports section, it won't be difficult to 
understand why. 

Being such a large and self-sufficient 
nation, the Americans have invented, per¬ 
fected and preferred their own sports to 
Such a degree that they don’t need to 
confront foreign competition to prove that 
they are the best in the world. 

Certainly, nobody can match them at 
baseball, basketball and American foot¬ 
ball, and these sports provide enough in¬ 
terest to satisfy die sporting needs of some 
250 million people. 

But suddenly, the Americans are being 
invaded by the rest of the world. Twenty 
three teams from Europe, South 
ca, Africa and Asia will converge on J 
US and hope to influence the locals’j 
idg priorities in a way that has i 
done before.

Switzerland, Romania 

THE USA has played over SO matches 
in its marathon preparations for the 
finals. With the team drawn at the head 
of the easiest Group, manager Bora 
Milutinovic will aim to ensure his play¬ 
ers qualify for the second round of the 
tournament at the very least. Anything 
less will make the country's mammoth 
investment in the competition look fu¬ 
tile, as no host country has ever depart¬ 
ed from the tournament in the first 
round- 

This is the Americans' second con- 
■ secutive appearance in the finals and 
. they are having to mold themselves to¬ 
gether without the benefit of a serious 
professional domestic league. Not sur¬ 
prisingly, Milutinovic is taking full ad¬ 
vantage of Americans with overseas ex¬ 
perience as well as picking a number of 
naturalized citizens. 

Thomas Dooley brings experience 
gained in the German Bundesliga, while 
Leicester City’s John Harkes has played 
in an English FA Cup final with Shef¬ 
field Wednesday. The team can mount 
fast breakaway raids from midfield but 
bas an Achilles heel in defense by relying 
on the offside trap, which could prove 
expensive against the better sides. 

Colombia is the 
rising force in the 
South American 
game and is fan¬ 
cied to progress 
well into the later 
rounds of the com¬ 
petition. Colom¬ 
bia’s 5-0 trouncing 
of Argentina in 
the qualifiers sent 
shockwaves across 
the continent. 

The team has a sparkling forward line 
that can literally dance its way through 
defenses. Parma striker Faustino As- 
. prilla, has the potential to be one of the 
\ most exhilarating players in the world. If 
' he finds his form in the competition he 
and Colombia could set the World Cup 
alight. Carlos Valderrama - sporting his 
leonine mane — is also likely to add spice 
with his superb ball control and passing 
ability if he manages to recover from a 
nagging knee injury. 

Coach Francisco Maturana has man- 
f aged to improve discipline in midfield 
and defense, and it is in those depart- 
i ments that the Colombians will be most 
V sorely tested by European opponents af- 
yer the opening phase. 

Never an easy opponent, the talented 
lomanians still luck the spirit of winners 
,nd so it is unlikely that they will make 

£ ich progress in the knock-out stages, 
e veteran Gheorgi Hagi remains the 
im’s central influence. Israeli fans will 
liave more than a passing interest in the 
side which is drawn in Israel’s qualifying 
droup in European Nations competition 
Commencing this September. 

The Swiss last participated in the 
1966 finals in England. Since then they 
ricked along quietly in a soccer wilder¬ 
ness before being granted a new lease 
of sporting life under manager Roy 
Hodgson, an Englishman. The team hit 
the headlines earlier this year when 
Hodgson announced a ban on pre- 
match sex. 

Lately Hodgson relaxed his ruling and 
now allows his men to fulfill their family 
obligations. What effect this has on the 
squad’s performance (on the pitch) re¬ 
mains to be seen.

Parreira will be 
sporting three outstanding attackers in 
the shape of Bebeto, Barcelona's 
Romano and Ronaldo each of whom is 
capable of turning a match in seconds. 

The Swedes topped qualifying Grou p 
6, knocking in eight goals against Israel 
on the road to the finals. The side 
comes to the States hoping to improve 
on its appearance in Italy were it failed 
to register a single victory. 

Notwithstanding a reputation for a 
bland style of play, Tomas Brolin of 
Parma. Martin Dahlin (Borussia 
Moenchenglad- 
bacb) and Anders 
Limpar (Everton) 
have enough cre¬ 
ative promise to 
ensure that the 
team should ad¬ 
vance to the last- 
16. 

The Swedes are 
most powerful in 
midfield, and 
have a useful at¬ 
tack. Although hard to break down, 
particularly when holding a lead, the 
defease is on the sluggish side and 
could prove susceptible to the more 
mobile opponents the team is likely to 
meet as the tournament progresses. 
Keep an eye out for veteran goalkeeper 
Thomas Ravelli who often proves an 
inspiring influence between the posts. 

Russia’s World Cup chances have 
taken a severe bruising following a 
bitter fail-out between coach Pavel 
Sadyrin and the nation's top stars who 
play in foreign leagues. 

As a result Sadyrin has chosen a 
squad whose notable absences include 
Andrei Kanchelskis (Manchester 
United), Sergei Kiriakov (Karlsruhe), 
Igor Kolyvanov (Foggia) and Igor. 
Shalimov (Inter Milan). Without these 
players the Russians look unlikely to 
secure passage to the next stage. 

The “Indomitable Liof*i” of 
Cameroon won the hearts and respect 
of fans around the globe in the last 
World Cup pulling off one of the 
greatest shocks ever in the 
competition's history by beating then- 
holders Argentina 1-0 in the opening 
match, and outclassing England only to 
be edged out by two Gary Lineker 
penalties.

In the 
qualifiers wins over Brazil, Uruguay, 
Ecuador and Venezuala helped make 
the team national heroes, but subse¬ 
quent losses including a 6-0 defeat by 
Brazil have helped temper the elation.

The South Koreans look set to be the 
whipping boys for this group.

Rumors fly after 
intruder hits man 
in Beersheba flat

A Beersheba man was hit over the 
head with a fan yesterday by an 
unknown assailant who entered 
his apartment but fled empty- 
handed. 

Yitzhak Yifrah, 64, suffered a 
head injury and was reported in 
fair condition in Beersheba’s Sor¬ 
oka Hospital.

Yifrah moved recently from 
Moshav Tidhar to the city. 

Police detained several Arabs 
for questioning, but did not be¬ 
lieve the attack was nationalistic. 
A rumor nonetheless spread that 
Yifrah was attacked by Arabs, and 
several local nurseries were closed 
early.

Sleuths remanded for spying on rival 


AMIR BEN-ASHER and Ze’ev 
Levita., owners of the Mor-Tal pri¬ 
vate investigation company, were 
remanded in Petah Tikva Magis¬ 
trates Court yesterday. The two 
are suspected of sending an em¬ 
ployee to steal documents from a 
rival company. 

Levita was remanded for nine 
days, under an agreement he 
reached with police. He is appar¬ 
ently cooperating with police and 
led them to a thick file containing 
documents which police believe 
were stolen from the Tashbetz 
company by the planted employ¬ 
ee, over a three-month period. 
The employee is also said to be 
cooperating with police. 

Police sources believe that some 
of the stolen documents reached 
the office of the Ma’ariv newspa¬ 
per. One such document, stolen 
from Tashbetz was shown on Isra¬ 
el' Television’s Mabat news last 
month. It allegedly showed that 
Yediot Aharonot ordered Tash¬ 
betz investigators to spy on Hach- 
sharat Hayishuv, owned by 
Ma’ariv publisher Ofer Nimrodi. 
How the document reached the 
Mabat reporter was never clari¬ 
fied. 

Following the broadcast, Yediot 
Aharonot editor Moshe Vardi said

that the Mabat report was a delib¬ 
erate attempt to mislead the inves¬ 
tigation of Rafi Friedan and Ya’a- 
cov Tsur, who are charged with 
tapping the phones of politicians, 
businessmen and editors. 

The theft allegedly happened 
around 18 months ago, but the 
Tashbetz owner did not file a po¬ 
lice complaint at the time. He has 
since done so. Police are officially 
mum on whether there is a connec¬ 
tion- between yesterday’s arrest 
and the Friedan-Tsur case, but po¬ 
lice sources said they hoped this 
latest development would be a 
turning point in the wiretapping 
case. i 

Police apparently suspect that 
the Mor-Tal owners may have 
been commissioned directly or in¬ 
directly by whoever ordered, the 
wiretapping Friedan and Tsur al¬ 
legedly carried out. Friedan and 
Tsur are refusing to name their 
employer, and sources believe 
they are being paid to keep quiet. 

Mor-Tal partner Ben-Asher was 
remanded for seven days, after 
Judge Shelley Timen ruled that 
police have sufficient evidence 
pointing to his involvement in the 
theft. 


Motorcyclist who sought speed 
record killed in Afula crash

A MOTORCYCLIST who bad 
hoped to break the world speed 
record for riding on one wheel was 
killed in a collision with a van in 
Afula late Wednesday night. 

Amir Tirush. 26. from Moshav 
Kfar Yehezkel, between Beit 
She'an and Afula. was killed in¬ 
stantly in the crash. 

The accident occurred at the 
junction of Wolfson and Habanim 
streets at the western entrance to 
Afula. 

Police said it appeared that the 
motorcycle bad been driven at 
high speed when it collided with 
the van, which had apparently 


been starting to pull away from the 
stop sign at the road junction. 

The motorcycle, a 900 cc. 
Honda, was flung into the air by 
the force of the impact and landed 
80 meters away from the van. Po¬ 
lice are appealing for witnesses to 
the accident. 

Tirush, who did odd jobs for 
members of the moshav in return 
for money to buy parts for his mo¬ 
torcycle, had tried several months 
ago to get into the Guinness Book 
of Records by setting a new speed 
for riding on one wheel. 

The record stands at 237 kph.

He denied all allegations and his 
lawyer, Ehud Dagan, argued that 
the secretary allegedly planted by 
his client and Levita in Tashbetz’s 
offices had been romantically in¬ 
volved with Levita and wanted re¬ 
venge after he ended ihe affair. 
The secretary has given evidence 
against Levita and Ben-Asher to 
police and in return has been 
promised immunity from prosecu¬ 
tion. 

Dagan, together with lawyer 
Motti Katz, also represented Frie¬ 
dan during his and Tsui's last re¬ 
mand hearing. But Dagan denied 
there was any connection between 
the two suspects. 


THE police have received .evi¬ 
dence of impropriety in the vote 
last summer on lifting the parlia¬ 
mentary immunity of Shas MK 
Raphael Pinhasi. At the time Pin¬ 
hasi did not lose his immuni ty and 
so did not face charges of violating 
party funding laws. 

The material shows that pay¬ 
offs were offered to MKs in ex¬ 
change for voting against lifting 
Pinhasi's immuni ty, die sources 
said. 

A thick file was presented sever¬ 
al months ago to then-head of po¬ 
lice investigations. Alex Ish-Sha- 
lom, by the Movement for Quality 
Government, according to sources 
dose to the case. 

Detectives with the Serious 
Crimes Division reviewed the ma¬ 
terial, and then recommended to 
the State Attorney's Office that 
the case be closed. 

Lawyers with the movement, 
however, have alleged the investi¬ 
gation was not thorough, and the 
evidence is strong enough for 
charges to be filed against at Least 
one MK. 

Pinhasi was accused of altering 
Shas election campaign books to 
hide the fact yeshiva students, who 
are not supposed to work, were in 
the party’s employ in 1988 and 
1989. 

In March of last year, the Knes¬ 
set voted 58 to 41 in favor of lifting 
the Shas MK's immunity. But in 
July, after the High Court of Jus¬ 
tice demanded a revote on techni¬ 
cal grounds, the Knesset, by a nar¬ 
row 54 to 50 margin, decided not 
to remove immunity. 

Haggai Merom, head of the 
Knesset house committee, said, 
“if it turns out to be true that one 
or more MKs changed his vote in 
return for financial or illegal gain, 
there is no doubt that a third vote 
must be held.” 

Political sources said there were 
many rumors immediately after 
the second vote about political and 
financial deals made to ensure that 
Pinhasi's immunity would not be 
rescinded. Prime Minister Yitzhak 


Rabin, concerned about keeping 
Shas in the government, exerted 
heavy political pressure, the 
sources noted. 

A police spokesman denied alle¬ 
gations that the case was not dealt 
with seriously. “The complaint 
was looked into, and no evidence 
was found that justified bringing 
charges.*' the spokesman said.
